FS Moꝛid is Heauen and Earth, and all things 
contained therein, which in the beginning was 
created by the almighty power, and incompze= 
henſlble wildome of God: it is called a pulchzitude, 
from the fatrenefle and excellent beauty, harmonie, 
and p2opoztion thereof, both by reaſon of Elements, 
and tranſparent bodies; as fo: the reſplendencie of 
the Dunne, Moone, and Dtarres, as allo foꝛ ſecr2t 
rapes, influence, reflections and refractions of Cele⸗ 
ſtiall bodies, wozking moze naturall wond erments 
in this Untuerle, then bumane reaſon can compꝛe⸗ 
bend; oz thoſe knowne, be induced to the confidence 
of the ignozant. Howbeit, O Lozd,thou art wonder= 
full, and glozious, and thy maruellous wozkes are 
to bee ſought out by them that haue pleaſure there= 
in, 
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Os hominl ſublime dedit, Calumg; rueri 
Iuſſit.— 


This Qoꝛld contatucth two Regions, Elemen⸗ 
tall and Tethereall. In the Elementall part of the 
ao:lv, is contained the Earth, Water, Ape and 
Fire; the ſuperficiatlconnexitypof euery one, as it 
were included in the concauity of the next ſuperiour 
Element; the Earth inclullue in the Mater, the 
Mater in the Ipꝛe theApze in the Fire The Earth 
ts a round Globe, like vnto a Ball, darke 4 ſolid. cold 
and dꝛp in quantitie, to the Heauens hardip a viſlble 
point, placed, fixed by Gods pꝛonidence, in the mid⸗ 
deſt of the Moꝛld, ſofirme, that from its Center it 
tannot bee moued: and fo cqualip diſtant from the 
Meauens, that both under, and on either hand to vs, 
luch as trauell to ſee Gods wonders in the deepe, 
are no where neerer to the Yeavens then wee are in 
England; accozding as it is affirmed: Stellę æquè 
diſtare a Centio terræ, five in Oriente, ſue in Occiden- 
te, & c. | 
And of the materiali vertue and naturall commix⸗ 
ture ofthele Elements, Earth, Mater, Apꝛe, and 
Fire, all bodies mixt, perfect and vnperkfect, haue 
their compolition; neit der is there any thing in the 
woꝛld, but ts ingendered heercof. Stones take moſt 
of the nature of the Earth; Metals from the Ma⸗ 
ter; Plant=hearbs, and all liuing things, moſt of 
the Apꝛe, and ali haue part of the Fire. Ind thele 
Elements, and alithings compounded of them, haue 
a mutuall participation of tach others qualities, and 
ſome haue moze of one Element then of another: 
Lead and Tynne, of the Earth; Quicällluer, of 
the Water; Copper, of the Jpze; Siluer and oy 
0 
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ofthe Fire. So amongſt Plants, the rootes mol} 
of the Earth; the leaves, of Mater; the bloſſomes, of 
the Þyze; and the ſeedes, of the Fire. Aiſe Beaſts 
participate moze of one Element then another: Bs 
bones, of the Earth, fleſb, of the Apꝛe, the ſpirit vi⸗ 

tall, of the Fire, and the humours, of the Water, 
Likewiſe the ſenſes of Mankinde bee attributed to 
the foure Elements: As, the vnderſtanding to the 

Fire, the reaſon to the Þpze, the imaginat ion to the 
Mater, and feeling to the Earth. Likewiſe rhe out= 
ward lenſes, as the light to the Fire, the hearing to 
the Ape, the ſmeli to the Mater, and the teeling to 

the Earth. So the acts of the body, and paſſions of 
the minde: as mouing flowelp, to the Earth; feare 
and ſozrowy, to the Water; top, grace and cheereful= 
uefle, to the Þp2e ; angry furtoutneſle, and haſty diſs 

contentments. to the Fire, &c. 

The Aethereall Region, called, foz the pureneſſe 
thereof, Quinta eſlentia, compaſleth all the Elemen= 
tall Region, and containeth in it the bodies and 
Spheares of the 7. Planets, the Starrie Firma=s 
ment, the Chꝛiſtalline Heauen, the firſt mouer, and 
the Empyzeall oz gloztous Heauen; wherein there 
is ſuch cleereneſſe, reſplendencie, perfection and glo⸗ 
rie, as the eye ef man hath not ſeene, noz can the 
heart of man conceiue how to declare: Feciſti nos Do- 
mine, ad te, & inquietum eſt cor noſtrum, donec quieicat 
In te. | 

This Heancn is high in ſcituation, great in quan⸗ 
titie, pure of nat ure, full of light, à 2xceeding large. 
There the King is verity, the Law charitp,and poſ⸗ 
leſſion eternity. It is the foundation of the Wozld, 
moſt fine and pure in ſubſtance, moſt round in ſhape, 
molt great in quantity, moſt cleere in quality, where 
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there is abundance ot all goovneffe, with p:iuatien 
of all euill; tulneſſe of top and pleaſure foz cuermoꝛe.

Next vnder this glozious Meauen is Primirmobile, | 
oꝛ the moneable Heauen, containing all other lower 


Dphearcs, by his naturail motion, incompaſſeth the 
whole woꝛid in 24. houres, and by violence of this 
motion, infozceth (contrary to their pꝛoper motion) 
all other Spheares to aſſociate his careere. This 
Boauen is pure and cleere, without Dtarres. Next 
to this is the Chꝛiſtalliue Heauen, cleere, perlucid, 
and tranſparent, mouing flowety, by reaſon of his 
diurnall inuoluntarie motion by Primum mobile: ſo 
that it accompliſheth in his naturall motion, accoꝛ⸗ 
ding to the ſucceſſion ot the Signes, but one Degree 
tn roo. peeres; making one entire reualut ion 36000, 
peeres. 

This periodicall reuolution is called Magnus Pla- 
tonis aunus; becauſe when it ſhould bee compleat, be 
opinionated all things ſhould returne to their firſt 
eſtate. Next vnder this is the Dtarrie Firmament, 
beſpangled and beautified with all the fixed Stars. 
The pꝛoper mot ion of this heauen, is from eſt to 
Eaſt; and by reaſon of that delay it acquireth by the 
diurnall motion, requireth foz one periodicall iRe- 
uolutton, 7000. peeres. In this Deauen is the Fo- 
diacke, andthe conſtellations, called the 12. Degnes, 
and all the reſt of the Lines and Circles, that the 
Pencill of Humane inuautionhath pourtraped vpon 
the materiall Globe.

ts bigger then the earth 95. times, and in his meane 
motion ( accozdeng to Ticho Brahe his exacteſt ob= 
ſcruation) is diſtant from the earth nine millions 
73 thouſand miles, 

YL Tbe Spheare of lupicer is next vnder Saturne, 
faire and bzight, making his courfe thzough the 12 
ugnes (notwithſtanding his daily motid ) in twelue 
peeres, and is bigger then the earth 81 times, and ts 
diſtant from the earth; millions, 431 thouſand and 
foure hundzeth miles. 

& Mars followeth within the concauity of the 
Spheare of Iupiter, appearing red, and of a flery co= 
lour, perfozmeth his reuolution in two peeres, con= 
taining once and one third part ofthe Globe of the 
Earth: and is diſtant from the Earth one million 
fiue hundꝛed tHouland and ſeuen hundzed miles. 

© The Spheare of the Sun is inthe middeſt of 
the Planets moſt cleare & bztght, being Oculus mun- 
di anima & cor cali, reioycing as a Gpant to runne 
bis courſe, ac compliſheth (notwithſtanding his dai⸗ 
iy motion) his fuil reuolntion though the 12 lignes, 
in one whole peere, and is 166 times bigger then 


the whole Earth and is in his meane motion diſtant
